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4. QM Field Reporting Chiidee are intended to define 
United State® Government requirement®. However, they are 
voluminous, untisely, largely inapplicable to OFC requi re- 
sents and are not yet in the hande of field collector®. 

5. OSG, charged only with the covert eollection of 
intelligence and with ite mission of espionage and countor- 
ss p ionage, dose not have the personnel to satisfy OPC'e 
requirements for overt intelligence. 

6. It i® believed that a great deal of the information 
needed by 0ft: has actually been collected and recorded in 

the Field, especially by the CIC, but has never been dl*^uinat.e * 
within the United Stats® (see statement of particular® attached 
hereto). 


III. Conclusion 

1, ©PC requirements for intelligence, including psychologic il 
warfare intelligence, are currently not* being met fey the overt 
collection facilities of the United States Government. 

2, GIA requirements and especially those of ©PC should be 
streamlined, frequently revised, and given the highest priority 
In order that t iIb office may accompli ah it® mission. 

3, Intelligence information useful to 0PC i* available in 
the field but has not been reported, especially it is believed 
that material useful for character assasiiwtion purposes is 
available but has not been reported. 

IV. Recommendations 

1. That action b* taken to insure that OPC requirements 
for the overt collection of operational intelligence receive 
priority treatment from the field. 

2. That the present overt collection structure as envisag*. 
by N3CID-2 is not adequate to satisfy the requirements of Q‘K t 

ond that oa naideration be given to one of the following pjoeecai isi 

a. Increase the Attaches and Foreign Service Officers in 
key posts with a view to servicing OP© requirements. 

b. Charge 030 with the responsibility for overt foreign 
eollection in satisfaction of OF© requirements for oporatlo* si 
intelligence . 
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c. Ac c ctop-gftp measure, to send from opt « i
